Calgary Hisses Back 


The other day we employed a piece of 
this space to advise Calgary against put- 
ting in its oar on Edmonton’s demand for 
a direct mainline air service to the Pacific 
Coast. 

In administering this gentle rebuke, we 
conjectured that Calgary was unable to 
forget the spirit of rivalry which once ex 
isted between the two cities but which ex- 
ists no longer because Edmonton has so 
far exceeded Calgary in population and 
importance as to make competition absurd 

This homely truth has provoked a re 
Joinder from the good Albertan new spaper 
which devotes half its editorial column to a 
puerile attempt to belittle the accomplish 
ments of this city and to revive the anci 
ent myth that Calgary is the chief centre of 
the province 

“Calgary,” boasts the Albertan, “ia the 
oil capital of Canada.” 

It is difficult to figure this rash asser- 
tion because where the diminishing Turner 
Valley field produced only 347,000 bar- 
rels in September the Leduc field alone 
produced 462,000 barrels in the same 
month, 

But perhaps Calgary's view of oll pro 
duction is the same as its view of wheat 
production when it calls itself the “wheat 
capital of Alberta.” It has everything but 
the wheatfields just as it has everything 
but the oilfields 

The Albertan blows about the vast irri 


gation projects down its way. But it for- 
gets that Edmonton districts need no irri- 
gation, Just because the Calgary area has 
partially overcome the handicap of being 
located in a desert is no reason to high 


hat those who are located in an Eden 

It is like a man with store teeth blow 
ing about the superiority of his manufac- 
tured uppers over real molars supplied by 
nature, 

The Albertan, too, gets in its little toot 
about the football championship and rubs 
it into Edmonton for having no team at all 

Calgarians forget that Edmonton won 
the national hockey championship last 
Spring without frying eggs in front of 
every city hall between here and Toronto 

The Albertan revels in the alleged fact 
that Calgary has more bathtubs than Ed 
monton and uses more water 

As for the bathtubs, the Calgarian 
need is plainly greater than ours, as for the 
water, we take ours with Canada Dry up 
here which is a civilized practice not yet 
known to more obscure communities,
